Ittinoid Central railroad employees re- 


tired for age 01 incapacity -will be the 
beneficiaries of a comprehensive pen- 
sion system which the road will put 
into effect July l. 


Each retired employee w'U leceive a 


pension based on the average monthly 
salary he had been paid during the 
last ten years of bis service and ii ary- 
ing from 10 to 40 or even 50 per cent 
of tbat salary. The system applies to 
every officer and emplojee of thp icad 
from the president down to tlie hum- 
blest laborer, except the members of 
the law and surgical departments. 


"We have been led to provide pen- 


sions," Said President Stuyvesant Pish 
recently, "as an additional means of 
providing for our men and bringing 
them into close and friendly relations 
-with the company. Since tbe rise of 
the value of the road btock above par 
we have found tbat the employees bave 
practically stopped purchasing it, and 
alter much deliberation we decided 
upon tbe present plan, the details of 
which have been carefully worked out. 


'•To start witb, the companj makes, 


a cash gift o? §250 000 to the pension 
fund. In addition it agrees to pay any 
amount needed lor tbe pensions up to 
5100,000 each year. It the annual pen 
sion allowance run beyond this figure, 
taen. and only then, tbe original ^230, 
000 TV HI be touched 
If tbe $250,000 is 


exhausted the companj reserves the 
privilege of altpring tbe schedule of 
pa>njeuts so that the burden shall not 
increase to too nrr^nt size. 
"is to the esnp'o'ee-> -wbo get pen- 


sions, there are included in tlie first 
plane all men over TO \etrs of age who 
have beea ten ye.us in the service of 
the road. Retirement at tbe age of 70 
is made compulsory for all officers and 
employees. In the case of locomotue 
firemen, engineers, conductors, flagmen 
and brjikemen, tram baggage men, 
yardmaAters, switchmen, bridge fore 
men, 
section foretocn and supervisors 


they may be retired at tbe age- of C5, 
and if they have been ten jear& }n 
service they uiH be pensioned. 
Offi- 


cers and employees between the ages 
of Cl and 70 who have become incapac- 
itated for any cavse and -who ha\e 
been ten je-irs in the service may be 
retired and pensioned. 


"These provis^as are liberal, for 


most other roads require a continuous 
service of 30 years before gi anting pen- 
sions, make thft retirement age for in- 
capacitated roea from 65 to 69 j ears iu 
stead of 61 and do not let the train 
and track men retire before 70 


"The amount of tbe pension is fig- 


ured this -nay. The a*,erage monthly 
pay of tbe man for his ton years is 
found, and then he is allowed 1 per 
cent of the amount for every year be 
bas been in the service of the road. If 
he has beea ten years in service his 
pension is 10 per cent and if he has 
been 40 years SB service be gets a 40 
per cent pension. For Instance, the 
trackmen get the lowest pay, averag 
ing 530 a month. Suppose a man has 
been 30 j ears in tlie service of tbe com 
pany—and it is f uir to assume that most 
pensioned men -will have beea with us 
that long at least— Ms pension will be 
$3 a month, or $108 a year, 


"A. brakemau averages $GQ a inontli, 


but If be was a good man he would be 
promoted long before retirement, and 
so would not get ms pension on that 
salary basis'. The same is true ot fire- 
men. 


"The conductor averages $115 a 


month, which would make his pension 
after SO years' service $3450 a month, 
or $414 a year. The engineer, with an 
average pay of $120 s month, would 
get after 80 years' service $37J50 a 
month pension, or §450 a year. Ma- 
chinists, averaging ICO a month, on tbe 
same basis would get $13 a month pen- 
sion, or §216 a year. Of course Sf men 
of these grades were retired after 40 
ysars* service the pensions "VFonld he 
just S3 1-3 per cent sweater than the 
figures given. 


"Tbe terms of the plan are liberal ia 


another way. 
Of course continuous 


service is meaai by the phrase 'length 
of eerviccv' but where men have been 
gone on a leave of absence, suspension, 
dismissal followed by reinstatement 
within one year, or where temporarily 
laid off on account of reduction of the 
force when unattended by other em- 
ployment, that is net considered a 
break in tbe continuity. 


"Pensioned employees are permitted 


to engage to any other business they 
wish, although they fannot return to 
the service of the company. T&ey are 
act permitted to assign away pensions. 


"The road has now between 80,000 


aad 35,000 employees, half tbe size of 
tbe United States army, and all active 
workers. They must be kept to blgfi 
efficiency. Conditions are more ardn- 
oas e°ery year. wages are higher and 
stability of employment greater. To 
keep the force J» the best condition we 
want a pension system, but we expect 
that from year to year the financial 
demands of thf system will be heavier. 
We tliiak that 5100,000 a year will be 
ample, but we cannot tell yet, and we 
cannot even tell hotv many employees 
will bo retired the first year. All!« in 
tbe experimental stage."

.Talia IniuelSno, a noted Kew 1'ork 
beauty, and. as the story goes, playfully 
transferred from her finger to Iiis own 
a .-valuable diamond ring. 


He returned it a' -day iater witb apol- 


ogies, but thfr costly stones had been 
replaced with paste. Mitkiewicz.was 
.lodged in the Tombs, bat Miss Lumeb'- 
no refosed to. prosecute. 


Tb'at' summer the count appeared at 


Amhorst, Mass., in tlie guise of a no- 
bleman with an annual income of S300,- 
00*1 He was a suitor lor the hand of 
Miss Caroline Lester, an heiress. Tlie 
family opposed tlie suit, but ten years 
Jeter bo married her. 


Jtondon, Germany and Italy were vis- 


ited, find when tie -count .-returned to 
this country his finances were in flour- 


hiSg shape. He appeared in Wash- 


ington with a retiaue of servants and a 
wardrobe of 'surpassing elegance aad 
variety. His manners were the suav- 
est and most fascJnatinff ever seen at 
the national capital. 


The count promoted a number, of Po- 


tomac river summer resorts, garnered 
a, rich harvest of money, then switched 
to other schemes. 


His plan was to win confessions from 


the Chinese government for a national 
banking business and a 'complete sys- 
tem of railroads, telegraphs and tele^ 
phones, for this -vast, kingdom. Li Hung 
',Dfaans gave Count -aiitkiewicz bis 
friendship; aud support. 


In iSST.the count. reappeared in this 


country, proudly announcing posses- 
sion of these wonderful Chinese coil- 
cessions and asking ?25,000,000 with 
which to make, a billion or more. 
Wharton Barker of Philadelphia and 
other prominent men joined the count, 
with plenty of taon«y. All that was 
needed was to obtain the signature of 
tte Chinese minister at Washington to 
certain papers. That signature was 
never secured, and the gigantic scheme 
collapsed. 


He was sued civilly and prosecuted 


criminally. With unfaltering nerve he 
met. every, attack, laughing -at bis ac- 
.cusers and throwing money away with 
both lianas-. 


The count's daily tip to Ins favorite 


harber was a $10 note. His weekly

l»Ie Garments of Silk TUut Are 
"WoKB by Some liemarkalJle Soi»tl» 


Probably no country on eartb is more 


Interesting to tbu traveler on the look- 
out for queer thiuKS aid unusual expe- 
riences tbaa tlie Mlvas ot tbe Amazon, 
and itere is ii story about an Indian 
tribe of that region told by Arthur Ax- 
tell, ait American traveler, that eaa 
hardly be beaten. 


These particular Indians were contin- 


ually bent on discovery and experi- 
menting, says Mr. Axteli. Somehow 
they had come into possession of gome 
siliworaas. 
These worms were not 


TnioTfn before hi tbat ^country, anil 
most of tbem died before the natives 
founfl oat tow to raise tbcm. Bat they 
persevered and by feeding thorn on tbe 
tender leaves ot some native plants 
produced a goou quality of silk, not so 
goo'l as tiie Chinese product by feeding 
the worms on ivliire mulberry Icave.«, 
Bnt nevertheless "< stroug.-. serviceable 
sUb. certainly pood enough for the- 
dusky bodies of tUwse savases, for tliis! 
silk lias not ytt becume an article of 
commerce. 


Their "method of obtaining: tbe- silk 


and traii-sfbriumg it into garments vras 
erode. When the ruoths laid the eggs, 
the natives .carried them lu greiit quan- 
tities ia.bcfts about tUelr bodies, thus 
giViiig.-the.-eggs'the body heat At the 
encl of VFlntcr the eggs were tatclied, 
and the result -vvas an arsny of .caterpil- 
lars. These--were traiuod to crawl ovsr1 
the BakeQ. iiodies of the natives. This 
was'their home. They knew no other 
and seemed- quite contented. 


Diiriiiir eight -vrpek"! the savage is 


covered -with-these yellow crawlers. It 


>T!l<l se<;iu that thon<iaiifl* of creeping 


eaterpiliars over one's body from head 
to foot vrotil-a tickle one to death. Cer- 
tainly a TvbJte tuaii would find it un- 
bearable, biit it must be 'remembered', 
these natives- of Brnzi! are scarcely lui- 
man. To tbem it is intensely interest- 
ing: to traia these \vorms in tlie way 
they should go. Small bits of leaves 
are stuck on- the bodies ot the natives 
In regular ro-svw. and round nnd round 
the worms g'O, feeding ou the way. The 
natives fcelp each other in the placing 
ot the bits of leaves and in confining 
the- worms to certain localities on tho 
body. 


These caterpillar covered niggers, as 


Dr. F. A. Marsh, who wasof our party, 
ealleu tiielii. sleep ou their backs at 
nigrht.and are careful not to turn over 
in their sleep. That -would be a sad 
calamity. When -\ve came to their vil- 
lag-e, there ;were ten Indians, men and 
-women, in the net of raising silk cater- 
pillars by tills utiiquf process. They 
were a. sight to chill the blood, I know 
the blood stopped floiviug in my veins. 
I. stood still and-shuddered. Tet there 
was a. fascination about it, for I had 
been to!d TV hat .'the object of it was, 
and I admired .tbe.savage Ingenuity. 


After the \vorins have become dizzy 


with playing; tbe "merry go round" on 
the bodies of thu-savages they quit eat- 
ing .'aad commence:spinning the outer 
covering for the cocooris. When this 
labor is done, the natural process of 
siliiUSukiiig is inierfered with. Tile 
savages had found out that when the 
cocoons were finished they vrouid burst 
or the worms would cat their way out. 
In either rase the silk was destroyed. 
Si) tbe-worms are prevented from mak- 
ing the cocoons. Instead the fiber for 
the; outer covering Is destroyed, and. 
the poor caterpillars stop in perplex- 
ity. But they doubtless conclude the 
savages arc right, and the worms are 
in debt to them for eight -weeks of 
feeding, so they start soon to the spin- 
ning of the si ik. 


The names are now in ecstasy. They 


make the worms bustle arotmd tbem as 
they have been taught during all their 
little lives and spinning as they go tbe 
fme filaments of shining silk. Round' 
and round crawl the worms, each one 


Inning 1.000 to 4.000 yards of silk 


thread around tbe swarthy, savage 
necU, around each naiied arm around 
the chest and sibdomen and the lower 
limbs. The work oi the -worm is over. 


And the result Is a remarkable trans- 


formation. Froni a nnde savage Sgafie, 
loathsome aad repulsive, witb tbon- 
sands of yellow worms crawling, ttvlst- 
ingr, writhing, sq-oinaing. to a conquer- 
ing, proad native flf Brazil, clothed in 
a perfectly fitting garment ot rich silk. 
He 1ms toilet! not, neither has he: spin- 
ned—he lias only bossed the job—yet is 
be clothed. £n raiment as beautiful as 
the HJies, of the field. What at feeling 
of supremacy be must havel He has 
Interfered successfully with a- divine- 
piarr. Be has turned nstde tbe course- 
of oatnca aiitl staads erect—in- his owrtt 
mind, at least—a man to be greatly ad* 
aired.—;
